and for continuing Part of an Af aſcertaining the Gauge and 
Jare of Ti ohacco-Hogſbeads; and to prevent cropping, cutting, and 
defacing Tobacco taken on board Ships or Veſſels upon Freight ; and 
for laying Impoſit ions vn Tobacco per the Hogſhend, for the Support 
of Government ; antl for the encouraging Settements in this Province, 
y aſcertaining the Manner of paying His Lordſbip's Altenation Fines 
and Ouit-Rents, for the Term therein propoſed , and for the taking 
| of the Three-Pence per Hugſbead formerly raiſed for the Publich 
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HEREAS, it is evident to this General Aſſembly, That 
unleſs jome Proviſion be made for the Improvement of the 
Staple of Tobacco, the People of Maryland, whoſe preſent 
Dependance is on the Produce of that Commodity, muſt he 
inevitably reduced to want common Neceſſaries, or to fall upon ſome 
other Ways and Means, however difficalt; to ſupply themſelves. | 


BE If THEREFORE ENACTED, by the Rigbi Honourable 
the Lord Proprietary, by and with the Advice and Conſent of bis Lordſhip's 
Governour, and the Upper and Lower Houſes of Aſſembly, and the Authority 
of the ſame, That every labouring Taxable Perſon, working in Tobacco, 
(except ſuch Perſons as are herein after-mentioned,) and every Overſeer 
ſhall have Liberty to tend Six Thouſand Tobacco-Plants Yearly, during 
the Continuance of this Act, and no more: And that every Houſekeeper, 
whether Male or Female, having no Taxables, ſhall be allowed to tend 
for him or herſelf, Ten Thouſand Plants, and no more: And every 
Houſekeeper, whether Male or Female, having no more than one Tax- - 
able, ſhall be allowed to tend for him or herſelf, Seven Thouſand Plants, 
and no more: And for ſuch Taxable, the like Number of Plants, and no 
more: And that every Male Child, from Twelve to Sixteen Years of Age, 
and every Male Servant within the ſame Ages, and each Slaye, Male or 
Female, within the ſame Ages, belonging fo any of the fore-mentioned 
Houſekeepers, ſhall be allowed to tend Three Thouſand Plants, and no 
more: And that every ſuch Houſekeeper, having One White Woman Ser- 
vant, ſhall be allowed to tend for ſuch Servant, Three Thouſand Tobacco- 
Plants, and no more: And ſuch Houſekeeper, having more than One 
White Woman Servant, ſhall have Liberty to tend Three Thouſand Plants, 
for each of ſuch White Women Servants, and no more. 5 


PROVIDED, That no ſuch Houſekeeper, ſhall have any Allow- 
ance for more than Two White Women, whercof the Wife or Miſtreſs of 
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the Family, if employed in making Tobacco, and having but one White F 


Woman Servant, ſhall always be accounted One. 


' AND that all Perſons, having more than One Taxable; and not more 
than Four, ſhall be allowed to tend with each Male Child, from 
Thirteen to Sixteen Years of Age, and with each Male Servant, with- 
in the ſame Ages, and for each Slave, Male or Female, within the ſame 
Age, that ſhall be employed in making Tobacco, Three Thouſand Plants, 
and no more, And that no Pertcr, having Five Taxables, who ſhall be 
employ'd in making Tobacco, or whereof one or more. ſhall be em- 
ploy'd in any Trade, or any other Labour, except Houſhold or Do- 
meſtick Service, ſhall be allowed to tend any Number of Tobacco-Plants, 
for him or herſelf, nor have any Allowance for any of his or her Female 
Children, or White Women Servants, nor for any Male Child, under 
ixteen Years of Age, norforany Male Servant or Slave, Male or Fe- 
male, under Thirteen Years of Age; but that each Male Servant, and 
each Male or Female Slave, from Thirteen to Sixteen Years of Age, be- 
longing to ſuch Perſon, having Five Taxables, as aforeſaid, that ſhall 
be employ'd in making Tobacco, may tend Three 'Thoutand Tobacco- 
Plants, and no more: And that no Perſon, being a Freeman, who ſhall 
Wok at his Trade for his Liyehhood, ſhall be allowed to Plant any 
obacco.

- AND BE IT FURTHER ENAGTED, That no Servant or 
Slave, being a Tradeſman, who ſhall at any Time, between the Publi- 
cation of this Act, and the Firſt Day of September next, and between 
the Firſt Day of April, and the Firſt Day of September Yearly, during 

the Continuance of this Act, work at his or their Trade or Trades, up- 
on the Plantation or Plantations of any Perſon or Perſons, nor any 
Servant or Slave, who ſhall, at any Time, between the Times aforeſaid, 
during the Continuance of this Act, be employ'd as Coachman, Groom, 
Waiting-Man, Cook, Dairy-Maid, or in any other Domeſtick Office or 
Service, in or about the Dwelling-Houſe of his or her Maſter or Miſtreſs, 
nor White Women, (except as before excepted, ) ſhall be allow'd to 
tend any Tobacco.

 PROPFTDED, That nothing in this Act ſhall be conſtrued to re- 
ſtrain any Tradeſman or other Houſekeeper from repairing or building 
any Houle or Houſes, to him or them belonging, or from doing any Thing 
elſe, in his, or their Trade or Profeſſion, upon his or their own Planta- 
tion, and th his or their own Uſe ; nor to reſtrain any White Woman al- 
low'd by this Act to plant or tend any Tobacco, from doing any Do- 
meſtick or other Buſineſs; nor to hinder or reſtrain any.
